Dear Mr. Dielman:- 

Your letter of November 7th has been duly received, and would have been 
answered sooner had I not been out of the city. 

Regarding a competition for the new design of your medal, I would sugsest 
that the conditions governing such competition should state:- 

The purpose for which the medal is used and the inscriptions that should 
be placed upon it, but giving the artist the widest possible Latitude as to the 
design, an artist will be more successful working out his own idea, than the idea 
of some one else. 

The amount appropriated for the design selected by the committee of award 
this amount to include the cost of reduction and cuttings the dies, or simply what 
you pay the sculptor for his model, as you may prefer. JI think it also well to 
offer a reasonable compensation for one or more of the desijns which are selected 
as getond, third, 4c. 

The sculptor shoulda be reouired to submit a model in plaster of such size 
as you may designate - say any where from eight to eighteen inches in diameter. I 
think it better to have the models all the same size. It might also be of assist 

-ance to have photographs of the models, siade the exact size that the medal is to © 
be, which size should, of course, be decided upon and the sculptors informed. My: 
reason for sugjsesting these photographs is that frequently a design that hg 
very well in the large model does not look so well when reduced, and this will 
give an idea as to the appearance of the model when reduced. 

Give the sculptor all the time possible, work of this kind is often 
spoiled by huyry. , 3

The models should bear fictitious names, the names of the sculptors 


being kept in sealed envelopes until after the award is made, 
The Society is much interested in every thing that tends to the pro- 
motion of medallic art in this country, and will be most glad to assist you in 


any way that it can.
